DUTCH RESIST CENSUS 


By SUE MASTERMAN 
THE HAGUE (Ofns).— 
T= Duteh de not want to stand 
up and be counted. More than 
50 separate groups are working 
feverishly to frustrate the organi- 
Sation of the 14th ten-yearly Dutch 
census, ta be held δὲ the end of 
month. 


A Dutch census is not just a 
matter of counting heads. Seventy 
thousand people will be employed 
to count te 13 million population, 
and to till in for each a booklet 
consisting cf 10 computer cards 
full of detailed and sometimes 
loaded questions. Every Dutch citi- 
zen is legally compelled to take 
part in the census and refusal to 
do 80 leads to ἃ fine of 500 gull- 
ders ($188) or two weeks’ impri- 
sonment. 


The Central Statistical Bureau, 
@ department of the Ministry of 
Economic Affairs which {s respon- 
aible for the census, has guaran- 
teed complete secrecy. At first it 
was thought that all names and 
addreases would be separated from 
the other cards, so that detatls 
could never be traced back to an 
individual. Now it has emerged 
that one set of cards in every ten 
will be kept complete for at least 
four years. The cards belonging 
to some specific groups, such a3 
the bargees or the gypsies and 
travellers, will also be kept apart 

This hes fanned the flames of 
fear which have swept through the 
country since the census questions 
were published. Holland is a coun- 

. that has often been occupied 
by its enemtes. The 


French and the Germans have all 
left thelr indelible mark on that 
history. What the Dutch fear Is 
that if Holland were ever occupied 
again the documenta could be 
used by an enemy Power to arrest 
or eliminate certain of the popu- 
lation. 


Doring the German occupation 
in World War I it was desperately 
simple for Germans to trace all the 
Jews for deportation.

Can be embarrassing 


Many of the questions are simple 
for the normal family, but can be 
acutely embarrassing for those whose 
life has not run along the straight 
and narrow path. 

The first card, which is where 
Most censuses begin and end, asks 
the usual name, age, marriage sta- 
tus, date and place of birth, address 
and nationality. 

The second card starts to pry 
into the more private sphere. “If 
married, do you live with your hus- 


band or wife? Are you head of the 
household, wife of the head of the 
household, unmarried child or ain- 
gle person? Have you another po- 
sition in the household? What is 
your relation to tha head of the 
-household (fil In eg. father, son-in- 
law, granddaughter, servant, aunt, 
firlfriend, ledger, ete.)? What 15 
your réligion?"” That is just the 
start. 


The third card concerns income, 
or rather where that income orgi- 
nates. But at the bottom of the 
card is en extra section for married 
or divorced women and widows. 
“How many living children have 
you given birth to (counting child- 
ren who have since died)?" is the 
beginning. For those who are still 
married the questions continue: 
“How many of toese children were 
born during your pressnt marriage? 
Do these children all Hve with you? 
When was your present marrigge? 
Have you or your husband been 
married before?" 


The fourth card concerns educa- 
tion, and sums up all the successes 


— and the precise failures — of 
each individual’s schooling. Card five 
concerns jobs, and requires a pre- 
cise and detailed description of 
whet you do each dey, end exactly 
who you work for. 


There is an uncomfortable feel- 
ing that there is no guarantee for 
the honesty of the people who in- 
trude into homes with compulsory 
questions. In the smaller commu- 
nities and villages the results can 
be disastrous. 

Couples who because of divorce 
problems have Lived together for 
many years without the prospect 
of legalising their relationship now 
face the chance of the local prea- 
cher or the vitlage gossip or the 
teacher at their children's school 
arriving with the census form. 

What is the price of privacy? 
18 300 guilders, two weeks’ wages 
for an average Dutchman, too much 
to pay? Is it worth spending two 
weeks in prison? A growing num- 
ber of people eay that if this is 
the price, then they are willing to 
pay.

DRIVER EARNS

Ax tabs account for about 3 

‘per cent of the total amount 
spent in this country on public pas- 
senger transport (buses, railways, 
cableways, ¢tc.), but employ al- 
most one-third of the labour force 
engaged in these services.

There was, however, a difference 
between hired and owner drivers as 
regards the length of work: While 
owners had a daily schedule of nine 
hours, it averaged 10 hours for 
hired personnel.

Since the study was made, taxi 
fares have gone up, but so have 
costs, and driver incomes will 
not have risen markedly. Incidental- 
ly, current expenses for fuel (petrol 
or diesel oil), oil, tires and repairs 
accounted for less than one half 
of total costs, and licence fees for 
one-tenth. It should be noted that

WHY THE GUARANTEE IDEA 
IS DANGEROUS FOR ISRAEL 


Tt would appear that these who 

Speak of guarantees instead of 
& lasting peace treaty as a solution 
to the Middle East conflict are not 


all motivated purely by a search gether 


for tha best interests of Israel and 
her neighbours. Their aim is main- 
ly to find a way of promoting the 
policy that wil best further their 
own ends. 

For the Soviet Union this could 
be a way of obtaining official in- 
ternational approval for the pre- 
sence of her armed forces in this 
part of the world. For France — 
@ revival of her influence in the 
region. For Egypt, another motive 
might ‘well be operating: her na- 
tional pride has been sorely hurt by 
her need for the protection of a 
foreign power; Egypt would feel 
herself less inferior if ‘other states 
in the region were also living un- 
der foreign protection. 4 

At any event, It would seem that 
those who press for this sofution 
are only looking for a tranquillising 
cure, which would rid them, albeit 
temporary, of the Middie East 
“headache.” They forget that the 
effect of a tranquilliser is short- 
lived. Tt does not cure an illness, 
but merely postpones its cure. 


Lessons of history - 

History is mot encouraging. on 
Guarantees, It is all too easy to 
find cases in the lest two centuries 
of treaties of guarantee which were 
not honoured. But one has to look 
hard for ἃ case of a guarantee 
which stood firm at the crucial time. 
Tt is well to remember this when 
considering the suggestions which 
have deen made for guarantees, not 
instead of peace, but as supplemen- 
tary to a peace treaty. Those who 
make these proposals appear to 
think that guarantees can take the 
place of defensidie borders. 

The problem of how best to se- 
eure the execution of a mutual 
undertaking, or en international 
treaty, has always loomed large-in 
international relations. A solemn 
oath or the taking of hostages be- 
long, of course, to the distant past. 
In modern times, different methods 
have been emiployed, such as a lien 
on property, or the retention of ter- 
ritory. The Peace Treaty of 1871 em- 
powered Germany to keep up a mi- 
litary occupation of certain areas 
of France until France repaid in 
full the war damages which she had 
promised. In the Treaty of Versaiiles 
in 1919, a lien was placed on part 
of Germany's revenues 88 8 guaran- | 
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tee'of her payment of war ‘da- 
mages. ‘The treaty also atipulated 
that: The German territory situat-

The other type of guarantee is 
the “treaty of guarantee.” This can 
be unilateral, or bilateral; i.e. one 
party to the treaty guarantees ‘the 


other, or they each guarantee each 
other. Sometimes a third state joins 
in ἃ treaty between two other states 
in order to act ag guarantor to 
each party that the other will ful- 
fil its undertakings, When the num- 
ber of parties to a treaty of gua- 
ranteé is more than two, it is clear- 
ly stated in the treaty whether the 
obligations in it apply to each party 
Individually, or to all parties col- 
lectively. It is also possible to stt- 
pulate that the obligations apply In- 
dividualy and collectively at the 
same time. 


The world's first treaty of gua- 


Engian 
Jomed in a treaty signed between 
France and Aragon as gusrantor 
of its execution. The guarantee 
did not lest very long; five years 
later the guarantor herself, toge- 
ther with Aragon and other states, 
went, to war with France without 
any direct cause under the terms 
of the treaty. The .ficklenesa of 
this first treaty of guarantee 
shows to what extent these trea- 
ties are dependent on the chang- 


The readiness of the U.S. to ho- 
nour her treaty undertakings was 
put to the test at the dawn of 
her history, The treaty which she 
signed with France in 1778, when 
France came to her aid in the war 
with England, obliged her to offer 
help in the defence of the French 
colonies in the American continent. 
In 1793 an alliance of European na- 


tions, including Britain, launched an fyi 


attack on Revolutionary France. The 
French diplomatic representative in 
the U.S. capital demanded from his 
hosts that they fulfil their treaty 
obligations, He was apparently 80 
vigorous in these demands that he 
wag eventually asked to leave the 
country. 
American dilemma 

The U.S. faced a difficult di- 
Jeroma, for any aid she might offer 
to France could well draw her into 
war with Britain. One school of 
thought in the American Adminis. 
tration held that there was no obii- 
gation to honour the treaty, as this 
had been signed with the King of 
France, and after his overthrow it 
no longer had validity. A second 
school ‘heid that the treaty.was sign- 
ed not with the kingdom but with 
Frenve, and thus the change of re- 
gime was no reason for repudiating 
it.

Collective treaties 


The value of «collective treaties 
Is well attested by a declaration of 
the British Prime Minister, Lord 
Derby, to the House of Lords in 1867, 


which the European states had given 
thet same year, and twice previous- 
ly, for the neutrality of Luxemburg, 
He claimed that in such ἃ case any 
one party was obligated to act only 
if αἱ the other parties were pre- 
pared to act likewise, Therefore, if 
any one of the states which gua- 
ranteed the treaty repudiated its ob- 
Hgation, the other guarantors were

The Black Sea was also declared

Russia, one of the signatories, had 
not yet recovered at that date from 
her mauling 9 the Crimean War, 
and she undertock not to maintein 
a fleet of warships in the Black 
Sea. But she seized the: first oppor- 
tunity — thé Franco-Prussian War 
— and in October 1870 repudiated 
her undertaking. Britain and Aus- 
tria protested against this unilateral 
action. Germany supported it. In the 
end ὅταν es oem to bth here 
the re jon, and in the 
of London ‘of March 1871, they 
agreed to absolve Russia from the 
limitations dmposed on her in the 
Black Sea, At the same time, the 
signatories of this treaty published 
a solemn declaration, announcing 
that “It ia .an essential principle 
of the law of nations that no power 
can free itself from the engage- 
ments of a_treaty, nor modify its 
except with the assent of 
the contracting parties by means of 
a friendly understanding.” 


Wishful thinking 
‘Since, oply a short time before, 
authors of the solemn declaration 
nad resigned themselves to the re- 
pudiation .of the “essential prin- 
ciple” by Russia, the declaration, to 
which the repudiator herself was a 
party, was nothing more than wish- 
thinking. 


This kind of repudiation way re- 
peated by Russia in 1945 when she 
attempted fo establish an indepen- 
dent state in the Persian region of 
Azerbaijan. She did this im con- 
travention of the Treaty of Al- 
ance which was signed between 


herself, Britain and Iran in January. 


1942, in which she undertook, to- 
gether with Britain “jointly andi 
severally,” to respect the territorial 
integrity, sovereignty and indepen- 
dence of the State of Iran. 


It ts not possible to write about 
treaties of guerantees without de- 
voting soine space to the tragedy 
of Czechoslovakia before the Second 
World War. In January 1924 Cze- 
choglovakta aigned a treaty of al- 
Hamee with France, under which 
France undertook to come to the 
aid of Czechoslovakia should she be 
attacked by Germany. The treaty 


of October 1925. Whet faith Cze- 
choslovakia put in this treaty is 
evident frém a statement of the 
Foreign Minister, Edouard Benes, to

However, when on Merch 15, 1939, 
Germany took control of what was

In conclusion, it might be worth 
citing this 6 from the aus 
thoritative work on international 
law (Oppenheim-Lauterpacht): 

“The duty of the guarantors to 
render... the promised assistance to 
the guaranteed State depends upon 
many conditions and. circumstances. 
Thus, first, the guaranteed State 
must request the guarantor to ren- 
der assistance. Thus, secondly, the 
guarantor must at the critical time 
be able to render the required as- 
sistance, When, for instance, its 
hands are tied through waging war 
against a third State, or when it 
is so weak through internal troubles 
or other factors, that its inter- 
ference would expose it to a serious 
danger, it ig not bound to fulfil 
the request for assistance. So too, 
when the guaranteed State has not 
complied with previous advice given 
by the guarantor as to the line of 
its behaviour, it is not the gua- 
rantor’s duty to reuder assistance 
afterwands.” : 

What these words mean js that 
the guarantor state has many pos- 
sibilities of evading the fulfitmenst 
of its undertakings even without 
repudiating --- formally, to salve its 
conscience — the treaty which it 
has signed. As against this, the gua- 
ranteed state becomes a sort of 
vassal of the ‘guarantor, even if the 
latter has as yet done nothing to 
ald her, She must obey the gua- 
rantor’s advice, as Czechoslovakia 
obeyed Britain and France. 

In the circumstances which exist 
in our-worid, there is still no answer 
to the question: Who is to gua- 
rantee that the guarantor will carry 
out his guarantee? :

Sir, — There are many dangerous 
tendencies in Israel society today, 
but one of the most dangerous is 
that represented hy Dr. avital's 
letter (published on Feb. 9 in which 
he argued against the "Import" of 
students who may “spread the use 
of drugs’i. Dr. Avital seems 
to forget that the situation 
of belng an allen in ἃ ‘oreiga 
land — and that Is essentially the 
position of Jews in the Diaspora — 
tan cause profound upserting of 
the mind and emotions. Dr. Avital 
would deny Jews in this situation 
the only chance they huve of 
achieving human wholéness while 
remaining Jews — that of emi- 
grating to ἃ state where they will 
no longer be aliens. 


It is a mistake to think of the 
State of Israel as a “refuge” for 
world Jewry — as if we who al- 
ready live here are Colne Diaspora 
Jews a favour by allowing them to 
come. The State of Israel is, or 
should be, a natural home for any 
Jew who wishes to make it his 
own; the right to Israel citizenship 
is exactly the same for every Jew, 
each of whom Inherited it from 
his ancestors who’ were exiled from 
the Land, just as any Frenchman 
or Indonesian inherits his right to 
citizenship from kis ancestors. Dr. 
Avital suggests sending “those so- 
called students" back “where they 
came from" — young American 
Jews are beck wheve they came 
from, when they are in Israel.

PALESTINE POPULATION’ MOVEMENTS 


The authors of the 
Qumran Scrolls | 


@o the Editor of the derusalem Post 

Gr, — Dr. Li. Rablnowltz, in 
your edition of July 13, challenges 
my hypothesis that the Qumran 
scroiig emanated from scholarly 
circles in Jerusalem rather than 
from gectarians“ living where the 
texta were discovered. The salient 
asgertions of the author necessarily 
call for comment, especially in 30 
far as many of your readers may 
have been led inte belleving they 
are certainly true. 

Dr. Rabinowitz states: “The fact 
is... that, far from these documents 
‘Including’ sectarian ones, apart 
from the Biblical fragments, they 
are all without exception sectarian 
ones.”. He later repeats: “One thing 
is certain and beyond a shadow of 
a doubt, and unanimously agreed 
upon by all scholars, and that ig 
that these documents belong wholly 
to sectariana.,.” 


Contrary to this assertion, scholars 
by no meang universally agree that 
the scrolla are, with the exception 
of the Bibiical texts, wholly sec- 
tarlan. This is so not only with 
respect to the many apocryphal 
writings found at Qumran, but even 
to such texts as the Manual of 
Discipline and the Damascus 
Covenant. We may moreover observe 
an dncreasing note of caution in 
the current literature urging us not 
to agsume that, as almost 811 these 
writings were found at Qumran, they 
necessarily were composed by peo- 
ple who shared the views of those 
Hiving there, or sectarian views in 
general. If Dr. Rabinowitz writes 
me about this matter, I shall be 
pleased to send him references to 
such statements, all made by high- 
ly respected scholars. 


But an even more surprising as- 
sertion is made by Dr, Rabinowitz 
in his letter. He writes that amoug 
the Qumran texts there is not 
“ane single orthadox” document he- 
longing to the Oral Laws and by 
the time of the Roman War ‘that 
law wes in a considerable state of 
development"; he then states that 
many Mishnalc passages “undoubted. 
ly date from Temple. times,” adding 


that “It is utterly inconceivable 
that the scholars of the aca- 
demles,. should not have Included 


in this Wbrary... thelr own autho- 
ritative writings.” 

I assume that in these several 
statements Dr. Rabinowitz is refer- 
ring ta the Tannaltic lterature, no 
evidence for the existence of any 
portton of which prior to the be- 
ginning of the third century CE. 
can be found. Now this is not 
merely my own.view, but that of 
many scholars, basing themselves 
om explicit statements in the Tan- 
maltlc literature itself (English 
readers may consult on this point, 
eg. the stilt useful article In the 
Jewish Encyclopaedia, Val. [X, pp. 
423-26); and I must say that 8 
very heavy burder of proof rests 
on Dr. Rabinowitz to show that 
Tannaitic texts were actually in 

sence 150 years earlier. ἢ 

In short, the objections raised by 

Dr. Rabinowitz hardly constitute 


‘what he’ calls an insuperable dif- 


fleulty, and until a cogent refuta- 
tion of my hypothesis is offered, 
i could surely .be hoped that 


. Scholars of whatever persuasion, and 


no matter how deeply committed 


- to the old Qumran sectarian in- 


terpretation, will consider the pos- 
atbility that the scrolls may throw 
new light on ‘the state of Jewlsh 
existence and bellef in general 
duming the century or two prior to 
the destruction of the Second 
Commonwealth. ᾿ 

Some weeks after publication of 
the interview with me in The Post 
(June 9), my attention was turned

the Book to the view of Prof. KH. 
Re orf of Muenster, published 
(obscurely) some ten years ago, to 


the effect that the scrolls emanat- , 


ed from the Temple and were placed 
at Qumran for safekeeping before 
τὸ ΟΕ, During the years in which 
I was formuiating my awn hYypo- 
theslg I was entirely whaware of 
Dr. Rengstorf's view, which I sub- 
sequently “found to have been hard- 
ly discussed or even known about 
smong scholars. Dr. Rengstorf's 
hypothesis — formulated, it will be 
observed, before ‘the discovery of 
scrolls at Masada -—— was arrived 
at on the besis of a deep know- 
ledge of Hellenistic Hterature, for- 
tified by a thorough study of rab- 
binic, especially Tannaltic, texts. 


My own view, on the other hand,. 


evolved out of a consideration of 
the scribal characteridtics of the 
scrolis, the heterogeneity of their 
contents, and the new’ geographical 
configuration posed by the dis- 
covery of Qumraz-like texts in the 
ruins of Masada. Despite the en- 
tirely different metheda used in 
arriving at our respective formula- 
tions, the resulting conclusions were 
closely similar. 7

Defining a Palestinian refugee 


To the Editor of the Jerusalem Post 

Si, — In his comments on my 
letter which you were kind enough 
to publish on January 11, Mr. Kri- 
vine stated thet: 

“the Central Bureau of Statistica 
adopted three alternative definitions 
of a refugee, the most reasonable of 
which is the following: all persons, 
whether Inside or outside the refu- 
gee camps, who declared in the cen- 
gus that the head of thelr family 
lived in Israel before the 1048 war.” 

Again, I must point out that this 
lg mot correct ag the Bureau's de- 
flnition In question referred to per- 
sons belonging to households where 
the head of the family was Sornin 
the territory that became Israel in 
1948, This ia ‘how Mr. Krivine him- 
self reported thig in The Jerusalem 
Post on October 4, 1967. 

The point 18 that during and af- 
ter the Second. World. War, there 
were population movements withia 
Palestine and there is therefore a 
difference between the numbers of 
persons lving in Israel before 1948 
and those actually born there. The 
addition of dependents will multiply 
this difference. The deflnitlon which 
Mr. Krivine terms “most reason- 
able" approaches Unrwa's own de- 
inition and not that of the Central 
Bureau of Statistics, and it is the 
disparity between these definitions 
which largely accounts forsome dis-

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“THE scale of the mistake was 
satastrophic.”

Master plan 


The architects said ther were not 
opposed to the Nebi Semwil develop- 
ment because it deviated from the 
master plan which calied for gar- 
den suburbs in the area, The master 
Pian itself was no Sood, they said, 
and in the absence of any authori- 
tative guidelines for development of 
this sensitive area, it would be dis- 
astrous to engege in large-scale 
building. A new master plan 
might call for intensive develop- 
ment or no development at all or 
perhaps even something other than 
housing. In any case, it would be 
irresponsible to “create facts” be- 
forehand. Even the first stage of 
600 units would irrevocably fix, the 
character of the area. “We will be 
creating such dominant facts that 
there could be no signifitance to 
any new master plan.” 

Sf they objected to it so strong- 
ly, why had they started, and in- 
deed completed, the planning for the 
first stage? It had been a mistake, 
they said. “We didn't feel the mis- 
take at the beginning, only as we 
got Into it. Then we saw the 
absurdity of putting a new develop- 
ment several Kilometres from the 
city without knowing how the rest 
of the area around it would be 
developed. We began to see It slowly. 
‘We thought that after the criticism 
of the master plan at the Jerusa- 
lem Committee meeting in Decem- 
der they would stop until a new 
master plen was developed, but 
they didn’t. We protested too late, 
but it was better than not protest- 
ing at a.” : 


City’s individuality 


What were their objections to 


the present master plan? “It just 
shows where the roads will go and 
what type of zoning there should 
be between the roads. ft doesn’t 
show how neigbourhood connects 
with netghbourhood. A developing 
ety is a continuity of public acti- 
vity. There’s no sense of it here. 
The plan doesn’t show how people 
will live in the city or how the 
city is different from others.” ' 

‘The team was originally organiz- 
ed, say the architects, to develop 
modern building techniques for the 
Housing Ministry in order to im- 
prove the nature of public hous- 
ing in the country. “Technology is 
the key to the creation of new 
neighbourhoods and rich design. It 
can humanize urban life.” Instead

Respondents (H.C. 17/71) 


The High Court of Justice dis- 
missed 2 petition for an order nisi 
calling upon the Minister of De- 
fenee to show cause why he should 
mot rescind his decision to deport 
the petitioner from the country. 


The petitioner had been detained 
for some considerable time under 
regulation 111 (1) of the Defence 
(Emergency) Regulations, 1945, 
which provides that: “A Military 
Commander mey by order direct 
that any person shall be detained 
in such place of detention as may 
be specified by the Military Com- 
mander in the order.” A short while 
ago the Minister of Defence, by 
virtue of the powers vested in him 
by regulation 112 of the Emergen- 
ey Regulations issued an order for 
Ws deportation. 

Regulation 112 provides that: 
“(1) The Minister of Defence shall 
have power to make an order, under 
nis hand, for the deportation of 
any person from Israel A person 
in respect of whom a deportation 
order has been made shall remain 
out of Israel so long as the order 
remains in force. ...{8) Amy δἅ- 
visory committee appointed under 
--- the principal Regulations may, 
if requested to do 50 by any 
person in respect of whom a de- 
portation has been made under this 
reguiation, consider and make re- 
commendations to the Government 
un respect of any such deportation 
order..” 


The petitioner asked that the de- 
portation order be considered by 
an advisory committee, which duly 
did so, recommending that the order 
remain in force. 


The petitioner thereupon appeal- 
ed to the High Court of Justice 
for an order nisi, his counsel arg- 
uing, inter alia, that as the peti- 
tioner was already under detention 
{t was not necessary or expedient 
to deport him for “securing public 
safety, the defence of Israel, the 
maintenance of public order to the 
suppression of mutiny, rebellion or 
riot” — which are the only grounds 
for deportation under rule 108 of 
the Defence (Emergency) Regula- 
tions; that the advisory Committee 
should have made its recommenda- 
tions to the Government, as re- 
quired by regulation 112 (8) of 
the Emergency Regulations, and not 
to the Minister of Defence; and that 
the Minister was not entitled to 
“deport the petitioner to Jordan.

satisfied thet there was no room 
for recommending that the order 
be reconsidered. As far as the High 
Court was concerned, therefore, this 
closed the subject. 

Turning next to the petitioner's 
argument that the advisory com- 
mittee’s recommendations should 
have been submitted to the Gov- 
ernment, and not to the Minister 
of Defence, Justice Cohn held that 
whether the committee thought it 
was submitting its recommendation 
to the Government through the 
Minister of Defence, or whether it 
had simply overlooked the fact that 
it must bring ifs recommendations 
to the Government, the matter had 
since been rectified by the Assistant 
State Attorney's assurance that the 
Government would be informed of 
the committee's recommendation, 
before the deportation order were 
implemented. 


Minister’s powers 


Sustice Cohn then went on to 
consider the petitioner's argument 
that the Minister has no powers 
of deportation under regulation 132 
unless some other State had ex- 
pressed its willingness to accept 
the deported person. In dismissing 
it he pofnted out that regulation 
112(1\ gives the Minister overall 
and unlimited powers to order “the 
deportation of any person from 
Israel,” and any person so deported 
must remain outside of Israel whe- 
ther there be an other country will- 
ing to accept him or not. This un- 
tettered power, he continued, may 
not be restricted by way of ju- 
dicial interpretation, and it is up 
to the legislature to give its atten- 
tion to the fact that it may result 
in the imposition of the same dra- 
eonic punishment of perpetual wan- 
dering as was imposed on the first 
murderer, Cain, But, he continued, 
even if the Jegislature had not ag 
yet given its attention to this mat- 
ter, it may be safely assumed that 
the defence authorities of Israel 
would, before issuing a deportation 
order, carefully weigh up the ques- 
tion of to which country to de- 
port the person concerned, and 
would choose the country which is 
in duty bound to accept the depor- 
tee under international law or under 
its own laws, or the country for 
which the deportee himself had ex- 
pressed a preference, or the coun- 
try from which he had come to 
Israel, and would not send him into 
limbo. 


Im the particular case under con- 
sideration, continued Justice Cohn, 
the petitioner is apparently a Jorda- 
nian citizen and Jordan is therefore 
obliged, both under international 
law and its own municipal law, to 
accept him into its territory. If, 
however, the petitioner could prove 
that he is not a Jordanian citt- 
zen, then all he had to do was to 
ask that he be deported to his own 
country, or the country of his 
choice, and no doubt the military 
authorities would comply with his 
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A DANGER TO SECURITY - 


request. , 

As τὸ: the. argument that the 
Jordanian Government knows where 
his sympathies He he might be in 
danger from that source too, he 
could only say, held Justice Cohn, 
thet he did not for one moment 
suspect the security authorities of 
being ixterested in extraditing a 
person to Jordan or to any country, 
if he is likely to be persecuted or 
Punished there for his political 
opinions, whatever they may be. 

The petition for an order nisi 
should, therefore, be dismissed. 

Justice Kister 

In comeurring with Justice Cohn, 
Justice Elster noted that the peti- 
tioner had not denied that he was 
a Jordanien eltizen. Tt was only na- 
tursl, tHerefore, that once he was 
Found to tonstitute a danger to the 
security ‘of Israet he should be de- 
ported to Jordan. It was equally na- 
tural, he ¢ontinued, to expect that 
@ person who was detained under 
the Emergency Regulations should 
prefer to be δὶ lberty in the country 
of which he regards himself a citi- 
zen. But; on the other hand, the 
Petitioner may be deemed by Jor- 
dan, too, to ‘constitute @ security 
risk and may not be welcome there. 
ΤῈ this were In fact the case, then 
the petitioner should have to be 
frank with the military authorities 
and explained his position explicitly 
to them. 

Justice Kister then went on to 
discuss the Emergency Regulations 
and the restrictions which they 
Place on the intervention of tthe 
High Court of Justice. These regu- 
Tations, fhe noted, gre exceptional, 
because. while Israel law in general 
accords the courts’ powers of con- 
tro! and supervision over the way 
it is implemented, the Emergency 
Regulations, made by the manda- 
tory government at a time of emer- 
gency and retalned by the Israeli 
legislature ‘because of the security 


‘situation, restrict the courts’ pow- 


ers of control. This does not mean, 
Tiowever, that the security authori- 
ties are not in duty bound to act 
in accordance with the municipal 
law or that they are not respon- 
sitie for thelr actions. It may even 
be presumed that when the author- 
ities have to detain or deport a 
person they: will not cause him 
more suffering than follows natn- 
rality from ‘such detention or depor- 
tation, and they will not insist on 


deporting him to any particular 


country unless there be very good 
cause for doing ‘so. 
Justice Etzioni 

in concurring that the petition 
should ibe dismissed, Justice Etzioni 
noted {δαὶ although be understood 
amd appreciated several of the 
petitioner's arguments, it was not 
within the competence of the High 
Court to consider them. For the 
Matter of examining the Minister of 
Defence's. considerations for deport- 
ing a person is entrusted by Regu- 
lation 112 exclusively to the axivi- 
sory commMtee, whether this be 
desirable or not, 

As to the question of how the 
deportation order should be imple- 
mented, this too, in his opinion, he 
held, caine within tthe exclusive dis- 
cretion of the Minister, and tthe 
High Court could not give him any 
instructions on this matter. How- 
ever, he thought that it could be 
assumed that when the authorities 
came to implement a deportation 
order they would do it in an ‘hu- 
mane way, while bearing in mind 
the safety and security of the 
State.

/ FAIFA — A 70-year-old woman 
. Wes kilied by a passenger train 


coming from Tel Aviv, on Thursday 
evening. The woman, Osmat Herz, of 
Bat Galim, was run over when she 
was crossing the track near Kiryat 
Eliezer, at a spot where crossing 
is prohibited. 


The whole length of the track 
between Bat Galim and Kiryat Eli- 
ezer is fenced to stop people from 
walking over the track, but there 
are always “heroes” who cut holes 
into the fence 1o cross and save a 
long roundabout walk, no matter 
how often the holes are mended. 


On Friday, the Railways spokes- 
man stated tna: last August, after 
the erection of the fence, the man- 
agement had asked an interminis- 

‘ terial committee to grant priority 
to the construction of an under- 
ground p: there. This was 
approved, and the Railways man- 
agement asked for an appropriation 
from the Governmen:'s safety fund. 
This was granted in November. The 
engineering department submitted ἃ 
plan to the local and district town 
planning committees. Since then, 
only the approvai of the local com- 
mittee had been received. Accord- 
ing to the municipal engineer, the 
District Committee is dealing with 
it, the Railways spokesman stated. 


But las! night, the chairman of the 
district town pianning committee, Dis- 
trict Representative Naftali Eilat, 
told The Jerusalem Post that he had 
received no plan for the under- 
round passage. But when it wag 
submitted it would be speedily dealt 
with, he said.

TEL AVIV. — A 40-year-old Jaffa 
shoemaker, Yehuda Yakin, was shot 
through the head and killed late 
on Friday afternoon. The police 
claim to know the suspected mur- 
derer, and a nation-wide search was 
launched for him. According to ac- 
counts from several neignbours of 
the cobbler, a 19-year-old soldier on 
leave from his base in Sinai walked 
into Yakin’s flat at about five o'clock 
on Friday afternoon, Several of 
them recognized him, and told an 
Itim reporter that he and Yakin 
had been having a quarrel over 
Stolen goods for some time. The 
neighbours claim to have heard a 
Shot, and some sald that they then 
saw the soldier leave the flat, in a 
hurry. 

According to some accounte Ya- 
ki zrom Ture 
key, uaa wis «Suspect some 
money. The soldier had brought him 
two stolen blankets instead of the 


cash, and Yakin had told him thet 
he- would not accept them. On Fri- 
day morning, the soldier returned 
home to find that his apsrtment, 
also in Jaffa, had been burgied. He 
suspected Yakin, and arrived δὲ the 
dead man’s fist shortly before five 
o'clock. 

Neighbours heard a loud argu- 
ment, and several minutes after 
entering Yakin's flat, the soleite 
came running out. Two men, who 
live in the same block as the vic- 
tim, went into Yakin’s room, and 
found him lying in a pool of blood. 
‘They called the police who found 
an FN. rifle lying behind the door. 

Yakin was a bachelor and shared 
his Jaffa apartment near the 
Bloomfield stadium with another 
man. 

The suspect's description has been 
sent to all police stations in the 
country, and the Military Police 
have been notified as well. 


High tax official 
held on 
bribe charge 


TEL AVIV, — A senior official of 
the Income Tax Department was 
remanded in custody on Friday on 
suspicion of receiving bribes. The 
official, - 55-year-old Shmuel Berko- 
vitz, of Petah Tikva, serves as an 
examining inspector in the Tel Aviv 
Income Tax office. He is also secre- 
tary of the National Council of 
Income Tax employees. He was er- 
rested on Wednesday night, and on 
Friday a Tel Aviv magistrate re- 
manded him in custody for 10 daya 
as the police investigations conti- 
nue. Mr. Berkovitz ‘thas begun 8 
hunger strike in his jail cell in Abu 
Kebir in protest at his arrest. 


The police representative alleged 
in court that Berkovitz hed accept- 
ed bribes and other favours and 
had taken money from a tax-payer 
after dealing with his file. The tax- 
Payer concerned has allegedly ad- 
mitted the substance of the alle- 
gations in a statement to the po- 
lice. The police representative told 
Judge Yosef Cohen-Megory that re- 
velation of any further details of 
the case would harm the police in- 
vestigations.
